them to bee anſwerable to the ſeuerall Lawes of the ſeuerall

Hereas Wee are informed by the chicte Landlords, and In-

e them committed to the great hurt, dammage and pꝛeindite of Our 
N | good and dutifull Subietts, contrary to the weale and peaceable 
e ee e gouerument of both Dur fayd Realmes; Wee hereupon taking 
into Our tender and Pzincely conſideration, the ſpeedy refozmation 


of ſuch ſo enoꝛnnous miſchiefes and inconuentences, and calling to minde, that ſundzy the 
chiefe Landloꝛds of the Lands and Poſſeſſions next adiopning tothe Frontiers of Our ſayd 
two Kingdomes, Were contented to bndertake to Dur late Father of bleſſed memoꝛie, that 
their Tenants vnder them ſhould be anſwerable to Our Lawes, foz any Felony, oꝛ other 
capitall Crime they (ſhould bee charged with; and ik che partie oz parties delinquent ſhonld 
happen to flie befoze hee oꝛ they ſhould bee appꝛehended, and the partic griened ſhould by 
courſe of Law Jndict and Connict the partie oz parties delinquent, ofthe ſaid Felonie oꝛ 

Felonies, that then the ſayd Landlozd , to whom the Foꝛfeiture of ſuch partie oz parties 
Conuicted ſhould accrew , ſhould make reſtitution to the partie grieued, ofſuch goods as 
were ſtollen from him by the laid partie oz parties Conulcced,by the fight oftwo Juſtices of 
Peace of the laid County, where the laid Felonte was committed, to bee indifferently choſen 
by the lapd partie grieued, and the ſayd Landlozd: The ſayd Landlozd beeing lawfully 
authoꝛtzed by himſelfe, his officers and ſeruants to ſearch foz, and to appꝛehend any Felons, 
Fumitines,Receitozs, Abettozs, Out. putters, oꝛ any other ſuſpected perſons ſecretly lurking, 
remaining, oz beetng within the layd Landlozds bounds oꝛ limits, and him oz them to being,

_ Baderealitilg Wee well appꝛoue, aud by this Our Pzoclamation doe trattiy charge and com⸗ 
k: me all chie e ZLand{o2ns in the Counties of Cumberland and Northumberland, whom it may 
m ay £926 tonterne, to put the ſame in execution to the vitermoſt of their power: : Aud 
ti rep atcozdinglp gining tem, their officers and leruants, fall and abſolute power and 
authontte, fo fracch for all manner of Felons, Fugutacs, Ounawes, Receito2s, Abet⸗ 
£225, Daf puiters, 02 any other vakuowen o!2 lulpe: ted pe rlons lecretly lurking, remap— 
ing 62 being wich cuerp, 02 Any Cf the fayd fc..crail chicke Landloꝛds Bounds o2 Ti 
wuüs, andthem to appꝛehenud and make aulwerable tothe ſcuerall Lawes of Dur lamd Jaing- 
domes. 

And Dee doe herebp further foꝛbid, foz warne, and ſtraifly charge and command all. 
and all manner ol perious, inhabuing any where within Tenne nules of the (ard Our- 
Bounds, and Frontiers of either of Our laid Kingdomes, to foꝛbcare to harbour, recciue, 
entertame, o2 relieue atip Felon, Fugitive, outlawed, buknawen o2 ſiſpected perlon,where⸗ 
in if aup bee diltouered co offend after the Feaſt of Saint lanes the Apoſtle next enſuing; 
Wee will and command all and ſüngular the ſayd chiefe Tandloꝛds, their officers, and ler⸗ 
uauts, foꝛthwith to appꝛehend all ſach offenders, in whole ſeucrall bounds oꝛ linnts they in 
habtte; and them to pꝛelent to the next Juſtice of Peace of che County where they (hall be ap- 
pꝛehended, whom wee ſtratcly charge and command tiſtantip to commit themto thenert 
Gaolc, there to remaine without Baile oz Mainepeiſe, vurtil the partic o2 parties fo har- 
boured, receiued, entertained, 02 relieued, doc veeld themlelues to bee brought koozth, and 
perſonally appea e befoze the ſeate of Juſtice , to anſwere and abide their Trials foꝛ ſuch 
their offences, as on Dur behaife they (hall be charged with, acco2ding to the ſcucrall Lawes 
of Our laid leuerall ;31ngdomes.
